Despondent over his inability

work and was told by a friend that 
he could probably secure employ- 
ment for Mm in the offices of on^-of 
the glass factories here.

no effort to secure a school for

winter.

ceived word that it would be impos-

ECENTLY I quoted the remarks of a prominent employer 
who said that "not over five per cent of the employes 
in the average mercantile concern are in earnest—that 


Is, are really trying to do their best." I have received a num- 
ber of interesting letters'commenting on the point—few deny- 
ing the statement, but hiany explaining why they think it 
Is so. 
I 


One writer takes sides with the "rank and file" and 


among other things say*: 


"We must consider fboth sides of the question. If it is 


true that only five per cent are in earnest it seems to my 
mind a severe arraignment of employers themselves. Inter- 
est cannot be one-sided. It must be mutual. Employers can 
develop more interest among employes by the simple process 
of manifesting more Interest on their own part. 
Many em- 


ployers do not know their employes at all, and do not make 
much effort to know them. They know the .heads of depart- 
ments, and sometimes the assistants, but the rest of the 
force they don't know by sight. Furthermore, there is seldom 
anything like a promotion system whereby honest attention 
to business gets proper recognition and reward. Vacancies 
are frequently filled with new employes when the older ones 
are well able to do the work. Let employers show some 
definite interest in employes and you will see the employes/ 
interest in the business increasing."

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


What is the electoral college? 
' 


Tiuu is the popular but unofficial designation of the body of men, 


who elect the president and •vice president of the United States. 


What! Don't the people elect the president? 
Well, only indirectly. The people elect the presidential electors, 


who compose \vhat is known as the electoral college. The constitution 
of the United States provides that each state shall choose as many, 
electors as there are senators and representatives in congress from the 
state. Each political party in each state nominates the state's proper 
quota of candidates for electors. These candidates are placed on the 
general state ticket, and the set that receives a majority or a plurality 
of,the,atate vote is elected. 


What then? 
The presidential electors in each state meet at a designated point 


in the state on the second Monday in January following the general 
election and cast their ballots for president and vice president. Three 
lists are made out, one of which is deposited with the federal judge of 
the district. The other two are sent to the president of the United 
States senate, one by mail, one by messenger. 


And the next step? 
The next and final step takes place in the hall of the house of rep- 


resentatives at Washington on the second Wednesday in February. 
Both houses assemble, and the presiding officer of the senate opens and 
counts the state returns and announces the result.
